Foreign Aid 


It is that time of year when we must observe that the 


progress of foreign-aid legislation through Congress has 
followed its usual wearisome course, only to wind up within 
resoectable distance of President Eisenhower's original goal. 


Ever since early 1948, foreign-aid bills, first strictly ec- 


onomic and later a mixture of economic and military have 
been chopped at vigorously with congressional axes. Almost 
without exception, the whacking eventually cut so deep it 
raised the alraming prospect that the objectives of foreign 
assistance could not be attained. 
At that point, either the White House or other key public 


sources spoke up in protest, and enough of the cut was 
restored to bring the measure to decent proportions.

In Hollywood 


THIS OLD PHOTOGRAPH of the Theiss Church shows the building as it appeared in the days before its aband- 


donment and a number of monuments in the adjoing cemetery. 


Between 1870 and 1880 two more sections. West Brook- 


lyn, and East Maytown. 1n the order of their departure, 
split off from the Perkins Giove Church. When the Sub- 
lette church was built in 1867, the Perkins Grove church 
lost its pastor and became a mission for a few years, be- 
ing later attended only on special occasions. 


Some resident pastors of Sublette who have read Mass 


at Peil.ms C.iove aie the Reverends M. J. Clarke. Joseph 
Mueller. John Westkampf. Ignatius Balluff. Joseph Gold- 
schmiclt. F. X. Nigh. E. Hermann and Wiliam Goebbels. 


There are no known records of the baptisms, mar- 


riages and burials at Perkins Grove. The absence of 
these can be accounted for since the itinerant priests usu- 
ally took them back to their headquarters or churches 
fiom which thev started, and there was no special regis- 
ter for them. Hence, they were easily misplaced or lost. 


One of the amazing facts in connection with this 


chun h is that it had never been christened or dedicated to 
any special saint. The overpious or superstitious would 
like to think that the eventual abandonment of this church 
was the icsult of the lack of protection from any guardian 


as 
great 


ter was consecrated bishop of the Diocese of Chicago. As 
for the Theiss "Church, it has always been a 
question 


whether or not any bishop ever set foot inside the building, 
or ever admitted that this edifice was under his authority. 


The cemetery adjoing the church is generally known 
the Theiss cemetery, even though the remains of a 


number of the 'early German pioneers and their 


children were buried there before Sublette. Amboy, West 
Brooklyn. Mendota and Mayown paiishes were founded. 
Only two bodies were ever removed. 


The old Germans wer proud of their "Gotte- 


sacker," their God's acre or cemetery, which was plot- 
ted next to their church wherever possible. It is not 
surprising, then, that the German Catholics of Perk- 
ins Grove should havfe chosen such a site in which they 
buried their dead, and in which they themselves were 
buried. Though written records fail to supply the de- 
sired data on the parly life of this parish, the burial 
markers of stone and granite tell us much about those 
who were members of this congregation. 


Moreover, apart from names and dates, there is this 


one deduction to be made. For generations and centurie 
to come the graves of these pioneers will testify to the 
sacnfices they made to realize this little church. Their 
tombstones will be perpetual reminders of their devotion 
and love for the Perkins Grove Church. 


And so, I might add that each glance at this hallowed 


ground should be a meditation not only upon death, but 
upon those who have died. Cemeteries do not change 
much: they never seem to grow older, for they are always 
old. Yet the time of more than a century now that this 
ground has been receiving the deceased members of the 
Theiss family is merely an indication of the many decades 
to come, to see the living of their family and of other fam 
"Hies laid to rest there and elsewhere tomorrow. 


And while the beloved deceased sleep peacefully there 


may it be that the more than 200 residents of Sublette 
continue in their characteristic spirit of activity and ag 
gressiveness. In fact, it has already been rumored tha' 
the centennial fever has run down Route 52 from Amboy 
to Sublette. and that soon We wheels will be put into gear 
for planning a celebration there next year, the one hun 
dredth year of their charter as a village. If and when thi

If you want to give salads a little special touch try varying the 


flavor of salad dressings. Adding different herbs, finely chopped to 
either mayonnaise or French Dressing. 


Another suggestion: combine' French dressing 


and mayonnaise half and half. You'll find the tart- 
ness of French dressing blends well with smooth 
creaminess of mayonnaise and makes a tasty dres- 
sing that you may find just right for lots of salads. 


Add other flavors to French dressing. Try mix- 


Ing Roquefort Cheese or plenty of prepared mustard 
with it. If you make your own French dressing you 
may want to substitute suitable fruit juice for vine- 
gar to make a dressing that is especially tasty for 
fruit salads. Lemon or lime juice or a combination 
of the two is a fine choice. You might also use Che 
June Pilgrim 


liquid from Maraschino cherries mixed with a small portion of lemon 
juice. 


Grated horseradish added to 


French dressing will give it that 
special flavor that is so well liked 
with shrimp. 


To vary mayonnaise, try minced 


and fried bacon, minced capers, 
olives, green peppers or tomato 
catsup, 
chili, 
Worcester sauce, 


chopped hard cooked eggs—and 
combinations of some of these, 
will make a delightful dressing for 
vegetable salads. 


For fish salads try mixing an- 


chovy paste, anchovy fillets mash- 
ed with hard cooked egg yolk and 
whipped cream, red or black cavi- 
ar, sardines or tomato paste and 
lemon juice mixed in mayonnaise.

Brownie Mix 


Here's a brownie mix you might 


like to make up in a plastic bag 
and keep stored in your refriger- 
ator. 


It will ready in a short time for 


dessert. Measure 4 cups all pur- 
pose flour. 4 teaspoons baking pow- 
der, 4 teaspoons salt, 8 cups sugar 
and 21 
2 cups sifted cocoa. Grasp 


both ends of the plastic bag and 
shake back and forth until well 
mixed. Pour into a large bowl or 
dishpan and cut in 2 cups shorten- 
ing. Store, covered, in a cool place. 


To make brownies: Beat 2 eggs, 


add 1 teaspoon of vanilla and 2 
cups of the above mix. Stir well, 
mixture will not be smooth: add 
~3 cup chopped nuts. Bake in 
greased 8 inch square pan at 350 
deg. for 20-25 minutes. 


For brownie type drop cookies: 


Use same 2 beaten eggs, 2 tea- 
spoons of vanilla, 4 cups of the 
brownie mix. Blend well, and drop 
by spoonsful on greased cookie 
sheet. Bake at 375 degrees for 8-10 
minutes. 


To make fudge sauce or cake 


filling blend 1 cup of the brownie 
mix with '2 cup water. Cook until 
smooth and thick, stirring constant- 
ly. Serve over ice cream or put 
between cake. 


For brownie quick cake separate 


3 eggs. Beat the egg yolks and stir 
into them 3 tablespoons of milk, 
1 teaspoon vanilla and 2 cups of 
brownie mix. Beat the egg whites 
until stiff; fold into the batter. 
Pour into greased, waxed paper- 
lined pan, 8x8x2 inches. Bake in
